Ottawa, Dec. 10—Sir Frederick

Colonel 
Hughes spoke in support of the reso- 
lution, pointing to the valuable ser- 
vices rendered to Canada by the Can- 
adian contingents. Mr. Lake follow- 
ed in a similar strain and Mr. Tur- 
iff also supported the resolution as 
Mr. Herron. Mr. Lefurgey 
put in a word for the Maritime Prop 
vinees. Sir Frederick Borden said it 
wax the policy of the government to 
give these grants to the men who had 
seived in South Africa and who at 
the time were living in the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan.
